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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's after final amendment filed September 27, 2007, which cancels 
claims 52-55, has been entered. Claims 39 and 42-51 were previously indicated as 
allowable. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 39 and 42-51 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a search 
of the prior art failed to disclose or reasonably suggest a micro-machined structure 
for enclosing a MEMS device comprising a structure extending from a substrate and 
at least partially covering the MEMS device; a cover structure residing on a portion 
of the substrate structure; a contact region provided on the cover substrate 
structure, acting as a pull-back contact for a MEM device residing on the substrate; 
and wherein the micro-machined structure defines at least one tortuous path 
capable of providing for a removal of material, as recited by claim 39.
